Surentiric- engines of warfare are becoming 
80 terribly deatractive, so appalling in the 
-extont of the havoc of lifo and property 
_ they ara ceapablo of effocting, that nations 
muy somo day find it neccasary to come to 
an agreement for preventing the employ- 
ment of cortaint inventions in waging war. 
Brocch-loailora, mavhine | guns and. torpo- 
docs ara now included among the regular 
weapons of thy military and naval forces, 
Tho oxtonded ase of dynamite in warfare is 
now mooted, Anu enterprising American 
has, wo seo from tho latest San Francisco 
papers, projected a new and‘ gigantic in- 
strument of destraction for use on land, 
He calls it, or the newspapor writers do, a 
twat turtle.’ ‘Po fully appreciate the invon-, 
tion one must imagine a huge steel monster, 
turtle-shaped, imprognable to’ the most 
forcible missiles of tho artillery, creeping ; 
over the face of the earth and rajaing from 
the ‘machine guns within it showers of 
Dullota and dynamite bombs which work 
terrible havoc among the enemy :— 

The shell of this ‘war turtle,’ is to be | 
made of tool stcel, thick, heavy and massive, 
which no missiles con penetrate, Tt will 
movo on broad wheols shod with. thick 
rubber banda, which can take a strong hold | 
ou thé ‘ground, establishing so great a 
traction that the turtle cau climbateep hills 
driven by’ an enormous engino concenled 
within its body. ‘Of course,’ says the 
inventor, ‘the weight of the turtle, which 
must carry ammunition, petroleum im tanks 
beneath the steel'skin, aud men to. man tho 
guns and steer thia fighting land craft, will 
bo enormous; but Thave carofully stuciod 
and calculated and find that I can yet 
enough power from tho engine to wove with 
sufficient rapidity and clear away whatever 
-obstacles the enemy mony croct to stop the 

~turtle’s progress.’” The sharp, knife-like 
odges of tho monster will be able. to cut 
down small trees and shrubbery and the 
terrible foree of tho engine will bo safficiont 
to plange it through substantial barricades, 
Two pilots, protected from sharp-shogtors 
and stray balls by heavy plates, will have 
sitions in the steol head of the creeping 
Pattory and gnido it by a poouliar mechanical 
Apparatus, and the guns, pointing in all 
* directions, will be able to discharge 6,000 
ballsa minute. In the tail of tha turtle, 
8a to apenk, is to bo plnced a machine

THE NEW UNITED STATES, SHIP- 
: PING BILL °C. 

The following is a restond of ‘this Bill 
which contains some speeitl and mest im- 
portant proviaiona :— 

Washington, Muy 8.—The Shipping Bill, 
ag passed by: the Sento, provides that all 
officers of United States vessels shall be 
Amorican-citizens. -Tounage dues are abol- 
ishod as to Amorican vessola and wa to ves- 
sels of othor nations which do not impose 
tonnage dues under tho name of Shyght 
nionoy,’ or otherwise un American vessels, 
but this provision ia not. to, impnir any 
treaty obligation, The niarine hospital tax 
is abolished, and: the expense’ uf waintain- 
ing stich hospitals devolves on the United 
States, When ws vessel is built. in. the 
United States for furcign account, wholly 
or partly,-of ‘foreign’ materials on which 
impnrt duties have beew paid, the amount 
of duty, legs --- par cent, is allowed asa 
drawback when the vessel is exported. ‘The 
head-money taxis declarod aot appticable 
to vessels coming from Canada or Moxico. 

For transporting the mails between any 
port of the United States und any foreign 
port, or between ports on the Atinntio and 
ports on tha Pacific, touching at foreign 
ports, a sum not excecding.$1 por mile per
